Being Shipped From the Upper HlaaUsippl 


• Valley, Cp the Ohio to Piedmont, Va , 


to Be Used In Making Postal Card*.

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BAD WRECK 


P. &V, Freight Train 


Throufllia Trestle 


Goes 


PERSONAL. 


At BatavUk E»rly Sand»y Morning—The 


Trestle Badly Damped and Eleren 


Can Badly Wrecked-A Nnmber of 


Hog*, Sheep and Cattle Killed— 


3iaetneeiXI.ee Broken.' 


The O. P. & V. bad a disastrous 


freight wreck at Batavia Sunday morn- 
ing about two o'clock, and as a result 
the waok baa been blocked since. 


The train wrecked was looal west- 


bound freight No. 44, wbioh left here 
Saturday morning at 7 o'clock, with 
Iwenty-fonr loads. The train left the 
track at the east end of jjthe long trestle 
leading np to the iron bridge over the 
east fork of the Miami river. How the 
train came to leave the track is. not 
Inown. 
When the engine struck the 


curve leading onto the bridge trestle 
»he plunged over and dropped into the 
cornfield, fifteen or twenty feet below. 
The engine, No. 15, and eleven oars 
left the track and were piled up in a 
big heap. 
The remaining thirteen oars 


remained on the track. 
The trestle for 


180 feet was damaged, as waa the new 
iwifcoh just being built for the purpose 
of cutting out the. big curve about 
Batavia hill. 


Engineer Enler had his ieil 
leg 


broken in two places. He went down 
with hia engine. 
His fireman, "Bird" 


Pee, also went down, but esoaped with 
«few scratches and bruises. One of 
the other trainmen was also badly 
bruised. Conductor Dick MoKinney 
was not injured. Enler had only been 
•with the road a few weeks. Fee lives 
in this city. 


There were a number of cats of stock 


on the train, six of them going over 
the trestle. 
One hundred and twenty 


iheep and hogs and a number of cattle 
were kille'd outright. 
A number of 


animals escaped and wandered away. 
The entire loss to the railroad company 
Will be $7,000 or 18.000. 


Later information from the wreck is 


to the effect that it was caused by the 
pony trucks of the engine jumping the 
track'just as the train hit the trestle. 
The train was running at. less than six 
milflfl an hour, slowing up to take 
•water at the tank on the west side of 
the bridge. The engine turned com- 
pletely over and lies in the corn field 
facing east. The tender also turned 
over and the fireman, "Bird"Fee who 
was ia the act oi shoveling in some 
ooal, was covered by the tender and 
BBoaped injury. 
That the men escaped 


with their lives is a miracle. The ac- 
cident was one of those unavoidable 
affairs that will happen aocoaaionally 
and which cannot be guarded againat,

The Novoe Vremya of SJ. Petersburg 


pretends that Japan has no cause for 
complaint, since China has.only given 
the same shelter to Russian ships as 
Japan 'had -hitherto so kindly afforded. 


This view is not held in Berlin, 


where the papers are already talking of 
the possibility of Prince Henry having 
to shake hia mailed fist at Japan, that 
is supposed to be secretly backed up by 
England. 


Some of the Berlin papers express 


anxiety, but most of them welcome the 
news from Port Arthur as justifying 
the German position at Kiao-Chou, if 
not as actual evidence that Russia and 
Germany are acting together.

The minutes of the meeting of Sep- 


tember Cth contain no record of the 
matter ever having been broached. 
Is 


it the intention of the commissioners 
at the meeting of January 3d to again 
ignore this matter? 
Will they then fix 


another date? Messrs. Simmons and 
Whitney said they would be able to 
make full report by January 3d, and 
they should be compelled to do so. The 
sooner their old accounts are straight- 
ened oat and the hundreds of dollars 
belonging to people all over the county 
is placed where they can get it the bet- 
ter. 
Messrs. Simmons and Whitney 


may excuse themselves on the grounds 
of negligence and oarelesineea. No mat- 
ter.
